NEW YORK — ( N E A) —Leo Beebe, the 


swinging general marketing manager for 
Lincoln-Mercury who had a lot to do with 
Ford's strong interest in racing, may have 
put his finger on what ails the industry this 
year. 


"We need," he said in a Detroit speech, 


"something exciting in the auto business to 
offset our preoccupation with safety, smog 
and declining sales." 


He pointed out that the excitement of the 


specialty cars may be attributable to the 
fact that the industry's bread-and-butter 
cars "tend to look so much alike." 


As an example he told the story of the 


couple in front of the theater waiting for 
their Eldorado to be driven around. Finally, 
the wife tugged at her husband's arm, say- 
ing "There's our Eldorado." 


It turned out to be a Chevrolet. His point 


was that specialty cars, such as Mustang, Ca- 
maro, Barracuda, Firebird and Cougar, were 
helping to rekindle the American love affair 
with the automobile. "They are proving," 
Beebe said, "that the automobile can still be 
glamorous." 


Could be. Specialty car sales are up but 


certainly not enough to offset the general 
decline in sales this year. Naturally, auto- 
makers had to find something to blame for 
the dip and the scapegoats are Ralph Nader 
and federal safety standards. That's the easy 
way out, we think.

Mailing Morale 
Costs Money

FORT LEE, N.J.-(NEA)—Every evening Linda Galoardi, 


age 20, of this city, writes several pages of airmail letters to 
Pvt. John Riley, age 22, at Ti Anh, Viet Nam. 


Each letter costs her eight cents. 
Frequently she wraps up four or five pound packages- 


oatmeal cookies, small cakes, sourmilk donuts—and sends 
them to her infantry-enlisted boy friend. 


They cost her "about $5" apiece. 
If she sends 365 such letters in the coming year and two 


such packages a month—which she insists she will—she will 
spend nearly $150 on postage alone to mail morale to Pvt. 
Rlley during his 12-month tour of the \**r. 


"Gee," she observes, "it's expensive." 
With countless Americans now sending t h o u s a n d s of 


pounds of mail every day to soldiers in Southeast Asia (some 
5,000 more tons are expected before Christmas) the total tab 
for statesiders is millions of dollars. 


Because of this cost, many families must keep mail to GI 


relatives at a minimum. And a few people—say the wife of 
a Pvt. E-2 earning $97.50 a month—cannot afford any pack- 
ages whatsoever. 


Linda Galoardi thinks it's a shame. "So," she says, "some of 


my friends and I have gotten together a petition in northern 
New Jersey. It asks that some kind of legislation be passed 
in Washington to eliminate the postage on mail being sent to 
servicemen in the war. The signatures and enthusiasm gen- 
erated have been encouraging." 


Signatures? 
"More than 2,000 of them so far." 
Enthusiasm? 
"Even the post office people are signing," she giggles. 
The petition argues that no warfront soldier should be 


kept from maximum homefront mail because of economic 
reasons. It also implies that, since the United States is now 
spending $2 billion a month toward increasing the machinery 
to wage the war, it can also afford some money toward in- 
creasing the morale to wage it. 


From time to time similar petitions have c i r c u l a t e d 


throughout the country. Unfortunately for the campaigners, 
none has ever raised dust. So it has been with any conceived 
legislation on the subject. 


Rep. Dominick Daniels (D-N.J.), for example, placed a bill 


IHR 13071) before the House last February. His aides say, 
frankly, "It got nowhere fast." 


Daniels' proposal, which would eliminate postal charges 


on first-class letters and parcels (five pounds or less) not ex- 
ceeding 60 inches in length and girth, "hasn't a chance this 


session," his office says. "We're not optimistic about next:

WASHINGTON (AP) - In the 


not too distant future, you'll 
walk Into a supermarket, buy 
the week's groceries and order 
a computer to pay the bill with- 
out one penny or even a check 
changing; hands. 


That's the forecast of George 


\V, Mitchell, a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board, In what 
he and the banking community 
term a "checkless society." 


"It's coming very, very fast," 


Mitchell said today In an inter- 
view. "By the early 1970s, the 
system might be set up. When 
people find out it's easier and 
more convenient to do business 
this way they'll take to the 
change." 


Mitchell said computers will 


make the new system possible 
but won't eliminate coins, dollar 
bills or some checks. But he and 
others foresee the "cash card" 
as the main money instrument 
of the future. 


Mitchell said It will have one 


excellent side effect — eliminat- 
ing checks which might bounce. 


Coins and currency make up 


slightly more than $39 billion of 
a total supply of money exceed- 
ing $173 billion. The remaining 
$134 
billion is In 70 million 


checking accounts. 


Mitchell, who Is working on 


the checkless society idea for 
the board, estimated that Amer- 
icans write at least 60 million 
checks 
each day, Inundating 


bankers and the Federal Re- 
serve Board with paper. 


Processing these checks, he 


said, is expensive, time-consum- 
ing and geared to a completely 
obsolete technology. 


Basically the checkless socie- 


ty would work in this way: 


Employers, Instead of sending 


checks 
to 
a worker, would 


merely contact his bank and 
credit his accounts with weekly 
or monthly salaries. 


The employe making a pur- 


chase would present his cash 
card which would be inserted 
into a special machine hooked 
to the bank's computer.

Commission report, 


shows that Oswald told the 
same story to each of them. He 
answered certain questions but 
said he would not answer others 
until he could have an attorney 
with him. And he specified the 
attorney, "A New York lawyer 
whom he did not know" but who 
had defended some persons ac- 
cused "of a conspiracy against 
the government." 


Manchester says In his fore- 


ward he "felt entitled to record 
my opinions" and was "forming 
judgments," 


But he does not pinpoint the 


passages in his book where 
fact leaves off and "opinion" or 
"judgment" begins. 


He says that Mrs. Kennedy, 


contrary to McNamara and oth- 
er federal officials, "hoped" a 
conspiracy had taken her hus- 
band's life.

Convention 
Heeds Only 
2 More States

WASHINGTON (AP) - Just 


two more states and there will 
be a mishmash unlike anything 
in 180 years. 


Thirty-two state legislatures, 


just two short of a required two- 
thirds, have asked Congress to 
call a constitutional convention 
on the one man-one vote deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court. 


This would be the first such 


convention since 1787 if those 
other two states acted and Con- 
gress agreed. There's doubt It 
would. For how Congress would 
agree, or just getting to do it, is 
all a big fuzz now. 


In 1964 the court held that dis- 


tricts in both houses of state 
legislatures must be "substan- 
tially" equal In population. Only 
a few states met that standard 
then. The courts have ordered 
the rest to get in line. 


Under the court's thinking 


rural areas had long held more 
legislature seats than they were 
entitled to in proportion to the 
number held by the more dense- 
ly populated cities. This became 
known as the one man-one vote 
decision. 


It encountered furious objec- 


tions which, although one state 
after another has reapportloned 
its legislature, haven't disap- 
peared. One of the most vocal 
objectors was, and Is, Sen. Ev- 
erett M. Dirksen of Illinois. 


This leader of the Senate Re- 


publicans tried twice, in 1965 
and 1966, to get the Senate to 
approve a constitutional amend- 
ment undoing the court's ruling. 
Each time he lost by seven 
votes. 


His amendment would let the 


people in a state decide whether 
they wanted to apportion one 
branch of their legislature on 
some basis besides population. 
This didn't work and something 
else was tried by the states 
themselves. 


Although the court's decision 


wasn't made until 1964, it indi- 
cated what was coming as early 
as 1962 when it said legislatures' 
districts were subject to scruti- 
ny by the federal courts. States 
took the hint. 


In 1963 some of them began 


petitioning Congress for the con- 
stitutional convention. The real 
petition rush began after the 
1964 action. Until now 32 states 
have asked for the convention. 
They could take this road to cir- 
cumvent the court because of 
Article 5 in the Constitution. 


It says two things: 
1. Congress by a two-thirds 


vote of each house can propose 
a 
constitutional 
amendment 


which then must be approved by 
three-fourths of the states. AU 
25 amendments have been add- 
ed that way. 


2. Or, two-thirds of the states 


can ask Congress to call a con- 
vention to propose amendments 
which also would have to be ap- 
proved by three-fourths of the 
states, either by their legisla- 
tures or by conventions in those 
states, with Congress deciding 
which it should be. 


While Dirksen 
and others 


have labored for such state ac- 
tion, they have plenty of oppo- 
nents, Including Sen. William 
Proxmire, 
D-Wis., 
who an- 


nounced last week that 26 of the 
32 
legislatures 
which have 


asked 
for a convention were 


illegally apportioned when they 
did the asking. In most cases 
since then, he said, the courts 
have ordered them to reappor- 
tion themselves and "in most 
cases they have." 


He said for Congress to heed 


the petitions of 26 illegally ap- 
portioned legislatures would be 
like "permitting all Democrats 
to have two votes in a referen- 
dum 
to 
determine whether 


Democrats 
should 
have two 


votes." 


Here Proxmire was offering 


one reason for Congress to Ig- 
nore the petitions. 
Confusion 


seems unlimited in other ques- 
tions 
and objections raised. 


Even if Congress tried to vote 
approval 
for 
a 
convention, 


fierce filibusters almost certain- 
ly would seek to block it. 


Time, one argument goes, has 


outdated some of the petitions 
because 
they were made by 


some state legislatures no long- 
er in existence and were ad- 
dressed to the 89th Congress. 
It's the 90th doing business now. 


And, 
if the convention were 


called, would it be limited to the 
one man-one vote problem, or 
could it consider any kind of 
amendment? If the latter, then 
the convention might become a 
nightmare. And how would such 
a convention be organized? How 
many 
delegates 
would 
each 


state 
have? Congress would 


have to decide.

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With Europe 
Not Good

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent John F. Kennedy made a 
big thing of Europe. He went 
there twice in his 34 months as 
president. 
Relations with the 


allies looked good. Europeans 
loved him and mourned when he 
died. 


It's the opposite with Presi- 


dent Johnson. He has been in 
office 40 months and hasn't gone 
near Europe. Relations with the 
allies are beginning to look tat- 
tered and he is widely criticized 
there for the Vietnamese war. 


If he went now, his reception 


might not be happy. Instead he 
has sent Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey on a two-week 
tour of Europe. Humphrey is 
not supposed to be going as 
Johnson's substitute. 


But it's obvious this is a 


fence-mending 
mission. Why 


hasn't Johnson gone in his al- 
most SVa years in the White 
House?He may feel, and proba- 
bly would say, he has been too 
busy. It seems unlikely he could 
have been that busy. 


In his first full year in office, 


1964, Johnson might have made 
such a trip. But that was an 
election year. Johnson had a big 
job to learn. Yet, Kennedy went 
to Europe in his first year, al- 
though 1961 was not an election 
year. 


Then in 1965 Johnson was 


heavily occupied In two direc- 
tions, one with Congress, one 
with 
Vietnam. 
At home he 


dumped a tremendous bundle of 
programs on Congress which 
responded to his prodding with 
prodigious legislation. 


That was the happy part of 


the year for him. The Vietnam 
side was grisly for during 1964 
the war there had gone downhill 
for the American side which 
had tried to sweat it out without 
full involvement. It didn't work. 


In February 1965, in ordering 


the bombing of North Vietnam, 
Johnson began to step up the 
war. Then he piled U. S. troops 
into the fighting. Vietnam has 
been a monkey on his back ever 
since. 


Despite his success with Con- 


gress in 1965, Johnson's prestige 
at home and abroad dwindled as 
American involvement in Viet- 
nam 
got deeper 
and 
more 


bloody. Even so, another presi- 
dent in his place might have 
ventured a European trip. 


But Johnson is a man who, 


once he is committed to some- 
thing, pours his waking hours 
into it. He has stayed on top of 
the war every minute, appar- 
ently being less concerned with 
Congress which never since has 
matched its 1965 record. 


he wants to read everything 


relating to him and his adminis- 
tration as soon as it moves on 
the wires. Much of it in the past 
couple of years has not been 
flattering because so much in- 
volved criticism of him about 
Vietnam. 


He has been complaining that 


much, if not most, of what has 
been written about him is un- 
fair. He was anything but de- 
lighted with what happened at 
his recent conference on Guam. 


There South Vietnam's Pre- 


mier Nguyen Cao Ky, a grace- 
ful, colorful man took the news 
play away from Johnson and 
top U.Su aides by his fiery talk 
to reporters. 


There was only one real rea- 


son why this could happen. Ky 
was decisive about making war 
on North Vietnam. In compari- 
son, what Johnson and his aides 
had to say seemed like banali- 
ties. 


Yet Johnson, who has always 


wished for approval, has stead* 
fastly refused to seek it if doing 
so meant doing what he thinks 
is wrong to do: easing up on the 
war or trying to back out of it. 


He knows that if the war 


drags on into 1968 — and the 
North Vietnamese are probably; 
betting that the realization of it 
will make him knuckle under — 
it may cost him re-election. 


But he shows no signs of being 


deterred by that and until there 
Js peace in Vietnam, or some 
sign of it, he may still stay 
away from Europe where criti- 
cism, and perhaps public anti- 
Jobnson demonstrations, might 
await him.

onto a squadron of Hunter jet 
fighters this morning, waiting 
the order to strike what was left 
of the Torrey Canyon and 
her 


cargo of oil. 


Fires set by navy bombers 


and 
fed 
by gasoline drums 


dropped Tuesday had gone out, 
it was evident by dawn today. 


The huge tanker, which went 


aground on the Seven Stones 
Reef during a gale March 18, 
appeared 
to be nearly gone. 


Only part of the hull and the 
funnel were visible. 


Her remaining oil was escap- 


ing into a big slick which contin- 
ued to creep toward the Cornish 
coast, where 120 miles of once 
golden sands were gurgling with 
sludge or about to be polluted. 


Other parts of the slick were 


surrounding the Scllly Isles, 
though some of it has been bro- 
ken up into smaller patches. 


A fleet of 40 ships went out 


this morning to continue spray- 
ing the oil patches with deter- 
gent. 


Navy Minister Maurice Foley 


flew over the wreck in a heli- 
copter before deciding whether 
to bomb it again in an attempt 
to burn more of the oil. 


Royal Navy Buccaneer bomb- 


ers scored 23 direct hits withl,- 
000 bombs on the broken ship 
Tuesday, 
sending a pillar of 


smoke and flame 8,000 feet 
above the wreckage. Another 18 
of 
the 
1,000-pounders 
were 


dropped around the vessel. 


Next came 
Hawker Hunter 


f i g h t e r-bombers, showering 
tank loads of aviation fuel and 
potassium chlorate Incendiaries 
onto the huge oil slick* 


About two hours after the first 


strike the flames died down afld 
the planes were called in again. 
A second attack set the fires 
going again. By nightfall the 
flames had disappeared and a 
massive pall of smoke hung 
over the reef. 


Prime Minister Harold Wil- 


son, vacationing on the nearby 
Scilly Isles, was among thou- 
sands of Britons who watched 
as the bombers pounded the 
broken tanker. 


Home Secretary Roy Jenkins 


said that when the bombers 
struck It as estimated that 12 
million gallons of the Torrey 
Canyon's cargo of 35.8 million 
gallons of crude oil remained 
Inside the shattered hull. 


Jenkins said the main prob- 


lem was getting oxygen into the 
hold to feed combustion. 


He 
said 
the 
government 


decided Monday night to blow 
up the Torrey Canyon after it 
became evident she was beyond 
salvage and could not be towed 
out into the Atlantic to be sunk. 


It was reported earlier that 


the 
government delayed 
the 


bombing 
until 
the 
owners 


decided the ship was a total 
loss, since she was aground on 
the high seas and beyond the 
jurisdiction of British maritime 
law. 


Jenkins said the government's 


action was ruled by the need to 
fight 
pollution 
of Britain's 


shores, and financial considera- 
tions were not taken into ac- 
count. The ship was insured for 
$16.5 million. 


The disaster has touched off 


demands for international ac- 
tion on the problem of oil pollu- 
tion at sea and adoption of 
measures to prevent another 
such incident.

A prime suspect when an 


appliance fails to work is the 
cord. Some of the best-built 
lamps and electric appliances 
have the same flimsy cords 
and plugs that you find on 
their less-expensive 
counter- 


parts. 


Good or bad, however, the 


cord gets constant abuse. It is 
pulled on, stepped on, bent, 
twisted, pinched, cut, scraped 
and knotted.

Quake Due

quake is likely sometime before the year 
2,000, due to the restless San Andreas fault 
which has s h i f t e d 1(> feet over the past 
century. The question remains whether 
cities, such as Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco, arc ready for a quake even larger than 
the one in 1000 that took hundreds of lives 
in the San Francisco Hav area. 


A CLOSE WATCH is being kept on the fault by technolo- 
gists at listening posts indicated on the map at right. 
Pictured above, they analyze seismograph readings and 
ground disturbances caused by the many minor quakes 
in the area each year. Above, one such quake displaced 
an asphalt road five inches. Building codes have been 
adopted, which hopefully will cut down on loss of life 
and property if the big quake comes.

Street Crimes 
Are Termed 
a Disgrace

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson pictures Ameri- 
cans as living in a "climate of 
fear" generated by crime in the 
streets. U.S. crime statistics, he 
says, are "our national dis- 
grace." 


Johnson made the statements 


Tuesday night in calling for 
speedy enactment of his anti- 
crime legislation, terming it 
"fundamental to the safety of 
the individual, the security of 
the home and the enduring sta- 
bility of our great society."

Manchester says in the book, 


"The Death of a President": 


"The difficulty was that John- 


son had no idea of what was in 
the bag. He knew that it existed, 
but he hadn't been briefed about 
the contents, and If the thunder- 
bolt of all-out war struck that 
afternoon, the country's retalia- 
tory arsenal could be spiked 
until he had been led through 
Taz Shepard's primers for the 
first time." 


Capt. Tazewell Shepard was a 


military aide to President Ken- 
nedy. 


Manchester also writes:

sects, and was also a Cabinet 
minister under the late Presi- 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem. 


Both Suu and Dan were ar- 


rested in November 1960 after 
an 
unsuccessful 
attempt to 


overthrow 
Diem. They were 


released three years later when 
the military ousted Diem and 
murdered him. 


Dan, 49, was educated as a 


physician in Paris and took a 
public health degree at Har- 
vard. 


Together they offer a com- 


bined appeal to the sectionalism 
which now is a major factor in 
South Vietnamese politics. Suu 
was born In a Mekong Delta 
village, deep in South Vietnam. 
Dan comes from Vinh, a city in 
the southern part of North Viet- 
nam. 


Ky, like most of the members

Thleu is from central Vietnam, 
at the northern end of South 
Vietnam.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP)-The 


National Basketball Committee 
has come up with a defense for 
the dunk shot— a rule prohibit- 
ing its use In college or high 
school games. 


The rule makers outlawed the 


dunk shot at the closing session 
of their meeting Tuesday and 
also strengthened a rule already 
on the books to prohibit stalling 
tactics. 


Although the dunk shot is a 


favorite among fans, players 
and some coaches, one of the 
rule makers believes the long- 
range response will be favor- 
able. 


"This has been a dramatic 


activity," said Clifford Fagan, 
secretary of the national policy- 
making group for amateur bas- 
ketball in the United States and 
Canada. 


"There might be some objec- 


tion to prohibiting the dunk shot 
at first, but when they think 
about It and understand, I think 
e v e r y one will feel that the 
change is good for the game," 
Fagan said. 


Fagan said dunking the ball 


meant holding the ball above 
the basket and either dropping 
It or stuffing It through the net. 
He said the penalty for dunking 
will be loss of possession.

Leukopenia Characterized 


By Shortage of Corpuscles

Q_What is the disease that 


causes a shortage of white 
blood corpuscles? Is it related 
to leukemia? 


A—Leukopenia (a labora- 


tory finding, not a disease) is 
a shortage of white blood 
cells. It is seen in typhoid, 
undulant f e v e r , influenza, 
measles, German measles and 
malaria. 
Most other infec- 


tions cause an increase in the 
white cell count. Other causes 
of leukqpenia include ane- 
mia; p o i s o n i n g with such 
chemicals as benzene, sulfa 
drugs, arsenic, gold salts and 
mustard gas; and overexpo- 
sure to X rays and other 
forms of radiation. 


Although in leukemia the 


white cell count is usually 
greatly increased, in some 
persons with acute leukemia 
the white cell count may be 
low (aleukemic leukemia). In 
such 
cases the 
diagnosis, 


based on the presence of ab- 
normal white cells, is difficult 
unless other symptoms of leu- 
kemia are present. 


Q—What are the symptoms 


of angina pectoris? Is it seri- 
ous? What is the best treat- 
ment? 


A—Angina p e c t o r i s is 


caused by a narrowing or 
spasm of a coronary artery. 
(In a true heart attack, often 
preceded by anginal attacks, 
there is a complete and per- 
manent obstruction of a coro- 
nary artery.) The pain is de- 
scribed as a feeling that the 
heart is being squeezed in a 
vise. The pain may also travel 
into the neck or run down the 
left arm. After the victim 
rests for a few minutes, it 
usually clears up. It is serious 
in that it is often a forerun- 
ner of a heart attack. Because 
the anginal pains are so se- 
vere, most victims carry ni- 
troglycerin tablets or a simi- 
lar preparation with them at 
all times. The drug, when 
held under the tongue, gives 
quick relief. 


Q—A year ago my right

leg was amputated, but I still 
feel pain in that leg. Is there 
any cure for this? 


A—Although your leg is 


gone, the nerves that carried 
sensations from your leg to 
your brain, although severed, 
are still with you. That ac- 
counts for your experiencing 
these 
so-called 
p h a n t o m 


pains. In some persons these 
pains clear up in a few 
months and in others they 
may persist for years. There 
is no cure but most victims 
get relief with aspirin and 
hot or cold applications.

The 
theory is that there are many 
times when you want your 
partner to make an unusual 
lead against an opponent's 
slam bid and few times when 
you expect to beat the slam on 
simple defense. Hence, the 
Lightner convention is that 
when your opponents have 
bid a slam that they obviously 
expect to make, a double calls 
for an unusual lead. 


In this case the unusual 


lead is clearly a diamond. A 
club lead would also be un- 
usual but East could have in- 
vited a club by bidding clubs 
at some stage. Therefore West 
knows that his partner can 
take the first diamond trick. 
He leads the diamond. East 
ruffs and lays down the ace of 
hearts. 


This particular slam double 


was rather dangerous. East 
was sure of the first trick but 
he had to worry about his 
heart trick. North and South 
did not have many hearts be- 
tween them. However, East 
wanted a profit and he de- 
cided that if either opponent 
was void of hearts they might 
have gone to a grand slam.
